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HE proprietors of L’Art, having a 
purpose not of speculation, but 
rather of propaganda, have recog¬ 
nized that they must not only ad¬ 
dress themselves to the rich, to lovers of the cu¬ 
rious, or to amateurs of art, who are able to pay 
the former subscription price for this journal. 
Among those who have a sincere love for art, 
whom it would be easy to persuade to adopt the 
principles enunciated in the pages of L’Art, and 
among whom it might find useful auxiliaries de¬ 
voted to its purposes, there are to be found a 
considerable number who do not possess the re¬ 
sources necessary to support the sacrifice which 
the former subscription price of L’Art would im¬ 
pose on them. Every day brings to notice those 
who express regret at not being able to afford the 
luxury of a periodical of such high cost; every 
day it receives from correspondents at home 
and abroad letters which show what influence 
could be wielded in the direction desired by a 
review of the character and aim of L’Art in all 
countries in which an interest in art is taken, 
if the elevation in price did not hinder it from 
circulating among that large middle class, which 
are the most numerous and perhaps the most 
active. 

The proprietors of L'Art having ceded to 
these solicitations it remained to find the means 
of attaining the object without taking away 
anything of its character : there was the pro¬ 
blem. 

To reduce simply the subscription price, was 
not to be thought of, this price having been 
from the commencement placed at the lowest 
possible figure which would pay. To diminish 
its size was also out of the question, as it is sole¬ 
ly due to this that it can give those beautiful 
large etchings, to which is undoubtedly owing 
in large measure its success. 

There remained then but one method of ex¬ 
tending its circulation and influence beyond the 


actual circle of its readers—to publish it less 
frequently—consequently, L'Art, from the first 
of January, 1884, will be issued on the 1st and 
15th of each month, instead of weekly as here¬ 
tofore, with a reduction of one-half in subscrip¬ 
tion price ; notwithstanding this sweeping re¬ 
duction, the “ Courrier de VArt" will continue 
to be served gratuitously to subscribeis to L'Art, 
but this publication being more especially de¬ 
voted to news of the day will appear as before in 
weekly numbers—(it will be forwarded to sub¬ 
scribers in the U. S. with the monthly numbers 
of ‘ 1 L’Art.'’) 

We bespeak for the new series, a more gen¬ 
eral and wide-spread interest on the part of art 
lovers in the United States; not alone on ac¬ 
count of the material reduction in price, but for 
the increased value of the Review, both from 
an artistic and textual stand-point—for the 
longer interval between the issues, will render 
possible a more careful and thorough supervis¬ 
ion over the various departments, resulting in 
the presentation of a more attractive selection 
of the large etched plates than heretofore. 

It has happened in the past, that some of the 
large plates which have appeared, were not fully 
up to the high standard established by the mag¬ 
azine itself—this has been owing mainly to the 
failure on the part of the etcher to deliver 
promptly the plate under contract, and destined 
for a particular issue, necessitating the substitu¬ 
tion at short notice of some other plate, not 
originally intended for publication in the pages 
of L’Art ; under the new arrangement this difli- 
culty will be obviated. We fully believe that 
subscribers for the new series of 1884, will 
receive a fuller and more satisfactory equivalent 
for their outlay than ever before, and that the 
problem of combining the highest excellence 
with cheapness will have been attained.

M. Tous- 
saint will contribute etchings of the Cathedrals of 
Rheims and Amiens. M. Lalanne, M. Lhermitte, Mr.
